The  population  of  this  District  was  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1895  to  be  18,005  persons. 
This  result  was  arrived  at  by  the  method  adopted  by  the  Registrar-General. 

During  the  year  1895,  476  births  were  registered,  consisting  of  226  of  males  and  250  of  females. 
This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  26'4  as  against  26‘9  in  1894. 

Three  hundred  and  eight  deaths  were  returned,  including  141  of  males  and  167  of  females. 
Seventy-eight  of  these  occurred  amongst  hop-pickers  and  in  the  Workhouse. 

The  death-rate  was  17-1  as  against  13-6  and  16-9  in  the  two  previous  years. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  caused  20  deaths,  as  against  6  in  1894.  They  included 
one  from  Scarlet  Fever,  3  from  Diphtheria,  one  from  Enteric  Fever,  6  from  Measles,  6  from  Whoop¬ 
ing  cough,  and  3  from  Diarrhoea. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  1.1  as  against  0-4  and  o-8  in  the  two  previous  years  respectively. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  207  cases  were  reported,  in¬ 
cluding  178  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  12  of  Diphtheria,  9  of  Enteric  Fever,  7  of  Erysipelas,  and  one  of 
Membranous  Croup. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  This  disease  was  greatly  in  excess  during  1895,  178  cases  having  been 
reported  as  against  151  in  1894.  Only  one  case,  however,  took  a  fatal  course.  They  occurred  57  in 
the  Parish  of  Brenchley,  35  in  Capel  and  Tudely,  16  in  Hadlow,  15  in  Hildenborough,  13  in  Hors- 
monden,  8  in  Lamberhurst,  7  in  Pembury,  12  in  Speldhurst,  and  15  in  Tonbridge  Rural  Parish. 

Of  the  178  cases  163  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
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DIPHTHERIA.  Twelve  cases  were  notified  as  against  20  in  1894,  and  3  cases  resulted  in  the 
death  of  the  patients.  They  occurred  one  in  the  Parish  of  Brenchley,  four  in  Capel  and  Tudely,  one 
in  Hadlow,  one  in  Pembury,  and  5  in  Speldhurst. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  Brenchley,  Speldhurst,  and  one  amongst  the  hop-pickers. 

MEMBRANOUS  CROUP.  The  only  case  of  this  disease  took  a  fatal  course  and  was 
reported  in  the  Parish  of  Pembury. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.  Nine  cases  were  notified  having  occurred,  one  in  the  Parish  of 
Hadlow,  two  in  Lamberhurst,  five  in  Speldhurst,  and  one  in  Tonbridge  Rural.  One  case 
of  these  nine  proved  fatal. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  caused  the  death  of  six  persons,  one  in  each  of  the  three 
Parishes  of  Brenchley,  Hadlow,  and  Speldhurst,  and  three  amongst  the  Hop-pickers,  and  in 
the  Workhonse. 

ERYSIPELAS  was  seven  times  notified,  and  had  a  fatal  result  in  one  case  in  the 
Parish  of  Hildenborough. 

INFLUENZA.  Twelve  persons  died  from  this  disease  during  1895,  including  7  males 
and  5  females.  With  the  exception  of  3  infants,  all  the  deaths  were  among  persons  varying 
in  age  from  52  to  88  years,  and  all  occurred  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year.
